House  votes 
to  stop  tar  riff 
on  foreign  oil 


WASHINGTON  (AP)  -  Challenging 
President  Ford’s  energy  program  and  bidding 
for  time  to  construct  its  own,  the 
D  emocratic-dominated  House  voted 
Wednesday,  309  to  114,  to  halt  Ford’s  tariff 
on  imported  oil. 

The  bill  the  House  passed  and  sent  to  the 
Senate  would  suspend  for  90  days  the 
authority  Ford  claims  to  impose  by 
presidential  order  a  $3  a  barrel  tax  on 
foreign  oil.  The  $1  tax  imposed  Feb.  1,  the 
first  of  three  planned  increments,  would  be 
cancelled. 

Ford  is  expected  to  veto  the  bill  if  it  clears 
the  Senate. 

The  vote  by  which  the  House  passed  it  was 
.greater  than  the  two-thirds  that  would  be 
required  to  override  a  veto.  Forty-two 
Republicans  joined  267  Democrats  to  pass 
the  bill. 

In  a  second  blow  to  Ford’s  over-all 
economy-energy  program,  the  Senate  joined 
the  House  in  passing  legislation  to  kill  an 
administration  plan  to  raise  the  price  of  food 
stamps  March  1 . 

The  stamps  are  bought  by  needy  persons 
and  redeemed  for  a  greater  dollar  amount  of 
food.  The  Ford  proposal  would  have 
replaced  a  sliding  scale  with  a  flat  charge  of 
30  per  cent  of  adjusted  net  income  for  the 
stamps. 

The  76-8  vote  sent  the  bill,  passed 
Tuesday  by  the  House,  to  Ford  for  signature 
or  veto. 

Passage  of  the  tariff-delaying  bill  came 
after  a  flurry  of  White  House  activity  and 
reports  and  denials  that  compromise  might 
be  in  the  wind.

take  definite  action  and  he  felt  he  had  to 
take  steps  to  bring  it  to  a  head,  so  he  took 
the  initiative  by  imposing  the  oil  tax.” 

Mahon  also  said  Ford  indicated  he  would 
be  open  to  suggestions,  but  did  not  intend  to 
back  down  from  the  action  he  had  taken. 

But  Rep.  Samuel  S.  Stratton,  D-N.Y.,  told 
the  House  he  had  approached  Ford  after  the 
breakfast  with  a  proposal  for  a  60-day  delay 
compromise  and  “I  got  the  impression  he 
was  not  uninterested  in  that  kind  of 
compromise  ...  I  think  a  compromise  is  a 
real  possibility.” 

White  House  Press  Secretary  Ron  Nessen 
promptly  said  Ford  was  going  ahead  with 
plans  for  the  three-step  oil  tax.  He  said  Ford 
was  willing  to  look  at  any  concrete 
alternative  proposed  by  Congress  but  “all 
they  are  asking  for  is  a  delay.” 

Nessen  announced  Wednesday  that  Ford 
will  go  to  Houston,  Tex.,  and  Topeka,  Kan., 
next  week  in  his  campaign  for  public 
support  of  his  economy  and  energy 
proposals.  Ford  will  meet  in  Houston 
Monday  with  about  10  Southwestern 
governors.  He  will  meet  in  Topeka  Tuesday 
with  Midwest  governors. 

Nessen  also  said  at  a  news  briefing  that 
Ford  will  run  for  a  full  term  in  1976 
regardless  of  economic  conditions  at  that 
time.  Nessen  thus  expanded  on  Ford’s 
statement  at  a  Tuesday  news  conference  that 
“I  think  the  economic  circumstances  will  be 
good  enough  to  justify  at  least  my  seeking 
re-election.” 

In  House  debate  on  the  oil  import  bill, 
Republicans  hammered  at  the  theme  that 
the  Democrats  had  produced  no  counter 
proposals  on  the  energy  problem  and  that 
nothing  would  be  gained  by  delaying  Ford’s 
program. 

Democrats,  however,  argued  that  Congress 
had  a  right  to  consider  approaches  to  the 
goal  of  reducing  oil  imports  other  than  the 
one  chosen  by  Ford— raising  prices  through  a 
tax,  and  so  risking  a  burst  of  inflation.

Not  expected 

“I  about  died;  I  don’t  know  what  I  am 
going  to  do  next  fall.

“I  was 
hoping  they  wouldn’t  raise  the  price  but 
they  did.  I  suppose  we  will  get  a  phone,”  she 
said.  “The  cost  rise  will  probably  cut  our 
money  for  extra  food,  we  won’t  be  able  to 
get  that  extra  soda  pop.  Now  I  am  going  to 
cry  for  sure,”  Miss  Murphy  said. 

Marylee  Clawson,  a  sophomore  in  business 
from  Kamas,  Utah  said  in  spite  of  the 
increase  she  plans  to  get  a  phone.  “When 
you  consider  all  of  the  services,  it  really 
won’t  make  much  difference.”  “The  services 
are  reqlly  quite  inexpensive  when  you 
consider  we  have  six  girls  in  our  apartment. 
Each  girl  may  have  a  service  charge  of  $  1 .02 
a  month,”  she  said. 

‘Too  much’

According  to  Clifford  D.  Finch,  customer 
service  manager  at  Provo’s  Mountain  Bell 
Telephone  and  Telegraph  Co.  offices;  of  the 
$14.1  million  approved  revenue  increase, 
about  half  will  go  to  the  state  and  federal 
government  for  taxes. 

Each  installation  costs  Mountain  Bell  an 
estimated  $67,  Finch  said.

Charges  divided 

Installation  charges  are  divided  into  three 
areas:  the  order  charge,  which  includes 
clerical  work  and  preliminary  work  totaling 
$12;  the  line  and  pole  charge,  which  is  $8 
and  the  telephone  set  itself,  which  is  $2, 
Finch  explained. 

Mountain  Bell  services  about  90  per  cent 
of  all  BYU  students,  according  to  Dave 
Chapman. 

Chapman,  business  office  supervisor  at 
Provo’s  Mountain  Bell,  said,  “We  don’t 
anticipate  a  reduction  in  orders.  The  cost  is 
now  more  in  line  with  the  actual  charge  of 
installing  and  maintaining  a  telephone.”

Latter-day  Saints  must 
prepare  to  give  up  their 
affluence  here  to  go  abroand 
for  the  spreading  of  the 
Gospel. 

That  was  the  message  from 
David  M.  Kennedy,  former 
U.S.  secretary  of  the  treasury 
and  present  Ambassador-at- 
Large  for  the  LDS  Church, 
who  spoke  Wednesday  to 
those  assembed  at  the  College 
of  Business-sponsored 
Executive  Lecture  Series. 

A  man  of  great  experience 
'in  government  and  private 
finance,  Kennedy  said  that  he 
didn’t  care  what  his  world 
Standing  might  be,  but  that 
he  had  a  calling  from  the 


Lord,  through  President 
Spencer  W.  Kimball,  to  serve 
the  Lord  as  a  special 
representative  to  all  the 
world. 

He  related  the  importance 
being  placed  on  the 
preparation  to  spread  the 
Gospel  abroad.  Kennedy 
reminded  listeners  of 
President  Kimball’s  statement 
that  the  church  will  need 
75,000  missionaries  by  1990 
and  that  we  must  prepare 
now  so  that  when  the  Lord 
opens  the  doors  of  countries 
now  closed,  there  will  be 
missionaries  ready  to  fulfill 
the  need.

this,”Kennedy  said,  “we  must 
prepare.  We  may  look  at 
history  as  a  dull  subject,”  he 
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noted,  “but  we  must  be  able 
to  understand  the  ways  and 
feelings  of  people  in  order  to 
deal  with  them.” 

“People  are  reaching  for 
something  divine  in  nature 
that  they  can  rely  on,” 
Kennedy  said,  and  this 
includes  people  of  all 
religions,  he  continued. 

He  pointed  out  the  opening 
of  Portugal,  and  how  he  was 
able  to  get  the  minister  of 
justice,  in  charge  of  religion, 
to  waive  any  red  tape  and 
pave  the  way  for  church 
recognition  there.  He  said 
that  recognition  is  coming  in 
other  countries,  too. 

On  world  problems,  he  said 
that  a  greater  balance  must  be 
made  between  expenditures 
and  available  monies  or  their 
will  be  disaster,  not  only  in 
the  United  States  but 
worldwide,  since  all  industrial 
countries  are  experiencing 
such  problems,  he  said.

Thirteen  Utah  business  executives 
are  spending  four  days  with  thirty 
BYU  graduate  students  in  business, 
this  week,  in  a  new  career  assessment 
program  which  will  give  the  students 
their  first  practical  experience  in 
management. 

The  executives  will  observe  the 
students  in  various  decision-making 
and  role-playing  situations  as  they 
confront  problems  common  to 
business,  thus  identifying  their 
personal  skills  in  management. 

Using  personality  inventory  tests  in 
combination  with  their  own 
observations  and  long  experience,  the 
businessmen  will  give  the  students 
valuable  insights  into  their  potential 
for  development  as  managers. 

The  Career  Assessment  Program  is 
under  the  direction  of  Gene  W. 
Dalton,  Professor  of  Organizational 
Behavior  Department  in  the  College  of 


Business.  Large  corporations  have  used 
the  technique  for  some  time  in 
identifying  workers  for  supervisory 
posts,  Dalton  said.  Other  industrial 
firms  have  employed  career  assessment 
as  a  means  to  sharpen  skills  of  workers 
in  middle  and  upper  management  for 
future  responsibilities.

Ford's  re-election  plans  confirmed 

WASHINGTON  —  President  Ford’s  chief  spokesman 
declared  Wednesday  that  Ford  will  run  for  a  full  term  in 
1976  regardless  of  economic  conditions  at  that  time. 

Press  Secretary  Ron  Nessen  thus  expanded  on  Ford’s 
answer  to  a  news  conference  question  Tuesday  in  which  the 
President  said:  “I  think  the  economic  circumstances  will  be 
good  enough  to  justify  at  least  my  seeking  re-election.” 

McGovern  accuses  Rockefeller 

WASHINGTON  —  Sen.  George  McGovern,  D-S.D.,  accused 
Vice  President  Nelson  A.  Rockefeller  Tuesday  night  of 
employing  the  tactics  of  the  late  Sen.  Joseph  McCarthy  and 
former  Vice  President  Spiro  T.  Agnew  in  saying  that 
congressional  Democrats  would  be  responsible  if  the 
Communists  take  over  South  Vietnam. 

McGovern  said  in  a  televised  interview  that  the  Ford 
administration  is  looking  for  “a  scapegoat”  because  of  the 
likely  fall  of  the  .Saigon  government. 

Poll  shows  Utah  switched  on  ERA 

SALT  LAKE  CITY  -  A  poll  published  Wednesday  by  the 
Deseret  News  said  49.1  per  cent  of  Utah  residents  questioned 
opposed  the  Equal  Rights  Amendment  and  39.5  were  in 
favor.  Another  10.9  were  reported  unable  to  make  up  their 
minds. 

The  results  contrasted  with  an  earlier  poll,  taken  before  the 
Mormon  Church  took  a  stand  against  the  ERA,  showing  65 
per  cent  of  persons  sampled  in  favor  and  24  per  cent  against. 

Peru  in  upheaval  over  police  strike 

LIMA,  Peru  —  President  Juan  Velasco’s  military  regime 
declared  a  national  state  of  emergency  today  after  students 
took  to  the  streets  in  violent  demonstrations  in  support  of 
the  police.  The  demonstrations  followed  a  bloody  crackdown 
by  the  government  troops  backed  by  tanks  on  police  striking 
for  more  pay. 

Bentsen  set  to  announce  candidacy 

WASHINGTON  -  Sen.  Lloyd  M.  Bentsen,  D-Tex.,  will 
announce  his  candidacy  for  the  1976  Democratic  presidential 
nomination  on  Feb.  17,  sources  said  today. 

Bentsen’s  Senate  seat  also  is  up  for  election  in  1976.  He 
has  said  that,  if  he  seeks  the  presidency,  he  would 
simultaneously  run  for  the  Senate  under  a  Texas  law  passed 
in  1960  for  the  benefit  of  the  late  Lyndon  B.  Johnson.

Kent  Taylor,  a  BYU 
graduate  student,  has 
developed  a  plan  for  school 
locations  and  assigning 
students  to  proper  schools  in 
Escuintla,  Guatamala. 

His  success  in  school 
planning  in  Guatamala  has  led 
to  similar  planning 
assignments  for  cities  in  Utah. 

Taylor  got  his  start  when 
he  became  involved  in  a 
geography  class.  “I  needed 
one  credit  to  graduate  and 
just  decided  to  take  the 
class,”  explained  Taylor. 

Taylor  said  he  was 
introduced  to  Guatamala 
through  Robert  Layton,  who 
then  was  chairman  of  the 
Geography  Department,  and 
Lloyd  E.  Hudman,  present 
department  chairman.  Both 
men  had  worked  in 
Guatamala  with  Jose  Tolado, 
director  of  geographic  studies 
in  Guatamala. 


Layton  and  Hudman 
arranged  for  Taylor  to  work 
with  the  Guatamala 
government  when  he 
graduated  in  April. 

After  riding  Mexican  buses 
for  three  days,  Taylor  arrived 
in  Escuintla,  the  Pacific 
coastal  plain,  and  third  largest 
city  of  Guatamala. 

“I  actually  enjoyed  the  bus 
ride,”  said  Taylor.  “I  could 
talk  to  people  on  the  bus  and 
learn  about  their  way  of  life 
while  actually  passing 
through  their  homeland.” 

After  arriving  in  Escuintla, 
Taylor  worked  with  Tolado 
and  was  given  the  census  data 
of  the  city. 


Supervises  census 
Taylor  spent  the  next  four 
weeks  supervising  a  census  for 
the  students.  He  recorded 
their  name,  grade  in  school, 
age,  address  and  collected 
data  from  the  current 
schools.

Prior  to  Taylor’s  planning, 
schools  in  Escuintla  were 
built  simultaneously  with  no 
regard  to  the  needed  location. 

Taylor  recommended  three 
elementary  school  sites  in  the 
southern,  portion  of  the  city.

Facilities.”  It  is  a  special 
chapter  in  a  master  plan  being 
printed  for  the  city,  and  will 
be  released  the  first  week  of 
March. 

At  present  Taylor  has 
contracted  with  Provo  to  do 
the  same  thing. 

He  has  been  invited  to 
Cedar  City  in  April  to 
compute  the  entire  planning 
for  the  state  of  Utah,  which 
includes  school  boundaries 
and  busing. 

Taylor  is  the  first  person 
from  outside  the  Utah  public 
school  system  to  have  his 
methods  of  planning  utilized. 

His  Guatamala  project 
received  partial  funding 
through  the  BYU  College 
Council.  The  total  project 
cost  over  $2,000. 

“Right  now  I  have  a  job 
and  office  in  Guatamala,” 
said  Taylor,  “but  the  city  has 
no  finances  to  pay  me.  If  not 
for  that  I  would  like  to 
return,”  he  explained. 

“Eventually  I  want  to  work 
for  myself,”  he  said. 

Taylor  was  born  in  Idaho, 
and  has  traveled  extensively. 
He  lived  six  years  in  Iran,  the 
longest  he  has  lived  in  any 
one  place.

SAN  CLEMENTE,  Calif. 
(AP)  -  Six  pain-filled  months 
after  resigning  the  presidency 
Richard  M.  Nixon  is  talking 
wistfully  to  friends  about 
traveling  to  Peking  and 
Moscow  again  someday  to 
relive  his  greatest  diplomatic 
triumphs. 

The  friends  say  he  sets  no 
timetable  and  talks  only 
vaguely  about  ending  his 
lonely  self-exile,  couching  his 
hopes  in  such  terms  as 
“someday”  and  “do  you 
think  I  could?” 

One  aide  who  sees  Nixon 
frequently  insists  “the 
President  is  not  sitting  here 
contemplating  a  return  to  the 
political  arena  ...  his  only 
plans  are  to  write  a  book.” 

Nonetheless,  evidence  of 
Nixon’s  desire  to  resume  a 
more  public  life  has  seeped 
increasingly  from  behind  the 
walls  of  his  San  Clemente 
compound. 

Nixon  retreated  behind 
those  walls  precisely  six 
months  ago,  on  Aug.  9. 


He  frets  frequently  about 
his  financial  problems- 
problems  that  are  certain  to 
worsen  now  that  his  federally 
subsidized  six-month 
transition  period  is  ending. 

His  estate  is  but  an  echo  of 
the  Western  White  House. 
The  Coast  Guard  detail  at  the 
main  gate  is  being  replaced  by 
an  intercom.  The  Secret 
Service  detail  which  answers 
it  has  been  slimmed  down. 
The  switchboard,  once 
attended  by  a  half-dozen 
full-time  operators,  has  been 
replaced  by  three  telephone 
lines  to  a  single,  unlisted 
number.

He  remains,  says  one.  aide, 
“the  first  American  political 
exile— self-imposed,  certainly 
self-imposed,  but  certainly 
exile  ...” 

According  to  those  who 
have  seen  him  recently, 
Nixon  walks  with  a 
pronounced  limp  caused  by 
the  attack  of  phlebitis  which 
almost  claimed  his  life.  He 
spends  much  of  his  time 
alone  in  his  small  study 
overlooking  the  ocean,  but 
recently  has  started  going  to 
his  office  300  yards  away  on 
Coast  Guard  property  for  a 
few  hours  each  day. 


Barren  office 

The  comfortable  office 
once  occupied  by  H.  R. 
Haldeman  in  his  heyday  as 
White  House  staff  chief  is 
barren  but  for  a  single  filing 
cabinet.  A  pool  table  has 
been  moved  into  the  nerve 
center  where  secret  messages 
once  were  decoded. 

Because  of  the  money 
pinch,  only  one  gardener 
remains  on  the  payroll.  The 
once-t-Eim  grounds  are 
overgrown  With  weeds,  flower 
beds  have  gone  to  seed.  Mrs. 
Nixon  has  given  away 
hundreds  of  rose  bushes 
because  they  are  too  much 
trouble  to  tend. 

But  Nixon  is  seeing  old 
friends  more  often,  and  they 
say  he  has  mentioned  the 
possibility  of  traveling  abroad 
again-and  perhaps  becoming 
active  again  in  the  Republican 
party. 

One  friend  said  Nixon  read 
to  him  portions  of  letters  and 
messages  he  has  received  from

The  BYU  Bookstore  is  not  responsible  for  establishing 
book  prices,  said  the  bookstore’s  director. 

Often  students  think  the  bookstore  sets  prices  of  its  new 
books,  said  Roger  E.  Utley,  BYU  Bookstore  director.  They 
are  not  aware  the  bookstore  prices  only  the  used  textbooks. 

“We  are  given  a  20  per  cent  discount  from  the  publisher,’ 
Utley  said.  “We  mark-up  the  book  prices  17  per  cent.  Our 
expenses  come  to  about  23  per  cent  of  that  price.  Expenses 
include  freight,  book  care,  etc.  So  really  we  end  up  losing 
about  55  cents  on  a  $10  book,”  he  explained. 

That  is  why  the  bookstore  officials  try  to  sell  used  books, 
Utley  continued.  “We  can  buy  a  $10  book  back  for  $6  and 
sell  it  for  $7.50.  The  student  should  be  aware  that  repairing 
books,  marking  them  and  paying  for  bookstore  expenses 
make  it  necessary  to  mark  text  prices  up.” 

The  bookstore  often  offers  sales  on  school  supplies. 

Low  prices  are  made  possible  through  the  bookstore  s 
membership  in  the  Western  College  Bookseller  Organization, 
Utley  said.  Fifty-four  stores  in  Utah,  Idaho,  Montana  and 
Arizona  are  members  of  the  purchasing  organization,  Utley 
explained.  It  allows  members  to  buy  and  sell  items  for  much 
less. 

“If  students  would  take  into  consideration  that  the 
bookstore  operates  like  any  other  business  that  has  to  pay 
for  its  expenses,  then  perhaps  the  students  will  have  a  better 
understanding  concerning  prices,”  Utley  said.

Paris  Study  Abroad  was  something  I  had  planned  for  a  long 
time,  and  I  considered  it  a  great  blessing  from  the  Lord  that  I 
went.

Taxpayers  eager  to  get  refunds 


WASHINGTON  (AP)-The 
Internal  Revenue  Service  says 
people  appear  more  eager 
than  usual  to  get  tax  refunds. 
In  fact,  some  people  are  a 
little  too  eager. 

They  want  President  Ford’s 
proposed  tax  rebate  now. 

The  rebate  is  only  proposed 
so  far,  of  course.  Although 
Congress  and  the  White 


House  agree  generally  that 
some  tax  benefit  is  needed  to 
prod  the  economy,  they  must 
resove  their  differences  and 
write  any  rebate  into  law 
before  the  government  can 
dispense  the  money. 

But  some  taxpayers  have 
apparently  taken  all  the  talk 
about  rebates  going  on  in 
Washington  to  mean  they’re 


entitled  to  get  1 2  per  cent  of 
their  tax  back  now.  In 
figuring  up  their  tax  bill  for 
refund,  some  early  filers  have 
computed  in  the  proposed 
rebate,  the  IRS  says. 

An  IRS  spokesman  said  the 
number  of  such  mistakes  is 
“of  quite  minor  proportions” 
so  far.

CIA  killed  Kennedy 


WASHINGTON 
(AP>-  Comedian  Dick 
Gregory  gave  the  Rockefeller 
Commission  what  he  claimed 
Tuesday  was  new  evidence 
that  President  John  F. 
Kennedy  was  the  victim  of  a 
CIA  assassination  plot. 

Gregory’s  claim  was  based 
on  amateur  motion  picture 
film  of  the  assassination  and 
on  a  newspaper  photograph 
made  soon  afterward.  Both

Kennedy’s  death,  and  other 
investigators. 

A  spokesman  for  the 
Rockefeller  Commission, 
created  by  President  Ford  to 
investigate  allegations  of 
domestic  spying  by  the  CIA, 
said,  “we  will  consider  every 
bit,”  of  evidence  presented 
by  Gregory  and  two 
associates. 

Robert  Groden,  29,  who 
identified  himself  as  a

film  at  a  news  conference. 
Ralph  Schoenman,  also  a 
Gregory  Associate,  displayed 
a  still  photograph  which  he 
said  showed  convicted 
Watergate  conspirators  E. 
Howard  Hunt  and  Frank 
Sturgis  at  the  scene  of  the 
assassination. 

The  moving  picture 
consisted  of  film  made  by 
Abraham  Zapruder  as 


Kennedy  was  shot  while  his 
motorcade  passed  by  the 
Texas  School  Book 
Depository  in  Dallas  on  Nov. 
22,  1963,  with  some  footage 
splices  in  from  film  Groden 
said  was  made  by  another 
amateur,  Orville  Nixon. 

The  Zapruder  film  shows 
Kennedy  clutching  his  throat 
and  beginning  to  lean  forward 
after  he  is  first  hit,  when 


suddenly  the  right  side  of  his 
head  explodes  and  he  rocks 
violently  backward  and  to  the 
right. 

Groden  said  this  clearly 
shows  that  Kennedy  was 
killed  by  a  shot  from  the 
front  and  not  from  the 
School  Book  Depository  to 
the  rear,  as  concluded  by  the 
Warren  Commission  report 
since  it  first  appeared. 


Florida  spaceport 
visited  by  cosmo 

CAPE  CANAVERAL,  Fla.  (AP)— The  first  Russian 
cosmonaut  to  visit  an  American  spaceport  says  Soviet  and 
American  astronauts  have  at  least  one  thing  in  common,  a 
philosophical  awareness  of  the  need  for  peace. 

“I  am  convinced  that  there  is  one  thought  that  always 
comes  to  the  mind  of  astronauts  and  cosmonauts  in  space,” 
Dr.  Aleksey  Yeliseyev,  a  veteran  of  three  space  flights,  said 
Tuesday. 

“It  is  the  idea  that  the  earth  is  a  planet  which  is  extremely 
small.  Without  getting  too  philosphical,  it  seems  so  highly 
desirable  that  on  a  planet  so  small  that  there  be  no 
destruction  caused  by  wars  or  disagreements  between 
nations.” 

Yeliseyev,  Russian  flight  director  for  next  July’s 
Apollo-Soyuz  space  flight,  made  the  comments  during  a  news 
conference  with  the  two  top  Soviet  space  officials-Boris 
Petrov,  chairman  of  the  Council  on  Intercosmos,  a  position 
equal  to  that  of  the  administrator  of  the  American  space 
agency;  and  Prof.  Constantin  Bushuyev,  Russian  technical 
director  for  the  mission. 

The  Soyuz  space  craft  will  lift  off  from  a  Soviet  launching 
site  seven  hours  before  the  Apollo  blasts  off  from  Cape' 
Canaveral  on  July  15.  Two  days  later,  the  ships  will 
rendezvous  in  space  and  dock  for  about  two  days  while  the 
crews  conduct  joint  experiments.

Research 


promoted 
at  center

BYU  has  established  a  new 
Center  for  High  Pressure 
Research  under  the  direction 
of  Dr.  H.  Tracy  Hall, 
distinguished  professor  of 
chemistry  and  the  first  man 
to  ever  produce  synthetic 
diamonds  in  a  laboratory. 

The  purpose  of  the  new 
center  is  to  promote  high 
pressure  research  at  BYU  in 
such  fields  as  chemistry, 
physics,  geology  and 
biological  sciences,  according 
to  Dr.  John  Cannon,  associate 
director. 

The  research  at  the  center 
is  now  involved  in  the 
synthesis  of  new,  inorganic 
materials,  which  when  cooled 
to  extreme  temperatures  have 
exceptional  conducting 
properties  or  offer  no 
electrical  resistance, 
according  to  Dr.  Cannon. 

The  research  center  is  also 
exploring  the  field,  of  new 
biological  systems  and  their 
effect  on  bacteria  and  seeds 
plus  the  synthesis  of  new 
organic  materials. 

Dr.  Hall,  the  center’s 
director,  first  attracted 
international  attention  in 
1  954,  when  he  first 
synthesized  diamonds  while 
working  in  the  General 
Electric  Research  laboratory 
in  New  York. 

The  center,  which  was 
formed  last  September,  is 
funded  by  a  grant  from  BYU, 
government  and  private 
sources. 


A  new  campus 
organization,  “Centennial 
Guides,”  in  which  selected 
students  can  provide  service 
to  BYU  during  the  centennial 
celebrations  is  now  being 
formed. 

According  to  Steve 
Campbell,  a  University 
Relations  student  assistant 
majoring  in  communications, 
interviews  are  now  being  held 
in  C335  ASB  starting  today 
to  select  a  cadre  of  students 
who  will  form  the  nucleus  of 
a  student  volunteer 
organization  that,  during 
peak  periods,  will  probably 
involve  as  many  as  100 
students. 

“We  are  looking  for  men 
and  women  who  will  be 
available  on  a  regular  basis  to 
conduct  guided  tours  of  the 
campus,  to  usher  at 
centennial  events,  help 
disseminate  centennial 
information  and  help  host 
important  campus  guests  and 
visitors,”  Campbell  said.

Idealistic  films  that  deal 
with  human  emotions  ones 
which  will  be  successful, 
according  to  Academy 
Award-winning  director 
Frank  Capra. 

In  a  KB  YU  press 
conference  Wednesday,  Capra 
said  there  is  too  much 
emphasis  on  personal  gain 
and  not  enough  idealism  in 
the  film  business. 

“Legendary  heroes  have 
disappeared  in  the  last  10 
years,  said  the  director  of 
“Arsenic  and  Old  Lace”  and 
“Mr.  Smith  Goes  to 
Washington.” 

“All  the  heroes  are  on  the 
take  or  on  the  make,”  he 
continued.  “We  don’t  have 
heroes  with  principles 
anymore.” 

But,  Capra  continued 
people  are  hungry  now  for 
“something  to  hold  onto 
besides  the  machismo”  of 
recent  movies,  something  that 
explores  the  human  heart. 

“I  don’t  see  how  we  can 
avoid  going  back  to  the 
character  that  is  idealistic,” 
he  said,  predicting  that  the 
era  of  pornography  and 
extreme  violence  is  almost 
over.  This  era  of  the 
pornographic  and  violent 
movie  has  emptied  the 
nation’s  movies,  Capra  said. 


The  noted  film  director, 
who  graduated  in  chemical 
engineering  from  California 
Institute  of  Technology, 
advised  potential  film-makers 
to  learn  all  the  techniques  of 
film  making— story  telling, 
acting  and  filming. 

“Advice  is  cheap,”  he  said. 
“There  are  no  particular  rules 
or  ways  to  get  into  the 
industry.  The  motion  picture 
is  a  pervasive  art  form  that 
uses  all  other  art  form  for 
production.” 

The  native  Sicilian  did 
advise  aspiring  young 
directors  not  to  enter  the 
film-making  industry  as  he 
did-by  accident.” 

Capra  was  referring  to  his 
1923  entry  in  the  movie 
business,  which  came  about 
after  he  answered  a  San

spape 


advertisement  for  a  film 
director. 

“I  said  I  was  Frank  Capra 
from  Hollywood,”  he  said. 
Others  in  the  production 
knew  no  more  than  hew 
about  making  films  and  soon 
Capra,  who  had  lived  in 
Hollywood  since  his 
childhood,  was  making  most 
of  the  movie. 

The  result  was  his  first  film, 
“Fultah  Fisher’s  Boarding 
House.” 

It  was  followed  by  films 
such  as  “You  Can’s  Take  It 
With  You,  “Lost  Horizon,” 
and  “Mr.  Deeds  Goes  To 
Town.”

Scenes  of  Greek 
English  landscapes  painted  by 
four  BYU  faculty  members 
can  be  seen  now  through  Feb.

Franz  M.  Johansen  and 
Francis  R.  Magleby,  associate 
professors  of  art,  traveled  to 
the  Greek  islands  of  Hydra 
and  Mikonos  for  two  weeks 
during  the  summer  of  1974. 

Traveling  to  the  coast  of 
West  Cornwall,  England,  for 
two  weeks  also  last  summer, 
were  Robert  L.  Marshall, 
professor  of  art,  and  Glen  H. 
Turner,  instructor. 

All  four  artists  used  the 
same  process  in  completing 
their  work,  said  Johansen. 
Sketches  were  made  and 
notebooks  filled  with  ideas 
and  drawings  while  on 


location.  The  work  was  then 
completed  in  the  studio  after 
arriving  home. 

“It  was  a  real  struggle  to 
make  my  paintings  cohesive,” 
said  Johansen,  “And 
consequently  the  style 
changed.” 

While  some  of  the  artists’ 
settings  are  similar,  their 
artistic  treatment  varies 
according  to  the  style  of  each 
individual  artist. 

Describing  himself  as  an 
“expressionist,”  Johansen 
said  his  oil  paintings  make  use 
of  dark,  warm  colors  to 
portray  moods  of  light  and 
dark  representative  of  good 
and  evil.

BYU  cagers  below  .5, 
season  fate  uncertain

ill  coach  Glenn  Potter  has  been  the  subject  of 
moors  concerning  a  new  head  coach. 


After  17  games,  BYU  is  one 
game  under  .500  (8-9)  and  is 
as  much  of  an  enigma  as  it 
was  when  the  basketball 
opened  in  November.  From 
November  to  February,  the 
Cougars  have  struggled 
through  changes  in  line-ups 
and  strategy,  but  nothing 
seems  to  turn  it  around 
permanently. 

In  December  after  Gary 
Batiste  quit,  BYU  utilized  a 
fast  break  and  won  six  of 
seven  games  going  into  WAC 
play.  In  the  WAC  opener,  all 
the  promise  of  the  previous 
seven  games  went  down  the 
drain  as  Arizona  State 
humbled  BYU  1 10-80. 

The  following  night,  the 
Cougars  were  downed  by  the 
University  of  Arizona, 
83-66. 

One  week  later,  Utah  ended 
any  of  BYU’s  dreams  of 
contending  for  the  WAC  title 
by  beating  the  Cougars  in  Salt 
Lake  City  91-73. 

The  worst  was  yet  to  come 
during  the  following  week  on 
a  road  trip  to  the  border 
town  of  El  Paso,  Tex. 

In  the  little  gym  that  UTEP 
calls  home,  the  Miners  blew 
BYU  off  the  court,  86-60.  In 
that  game,  no  Cougar  scored 
more  than  12  points,  or  got 
more  than  six  rebounds. 

The  next  day,  in 
Albuquerque,  BYU  held  a 
team  meeting  and  something 
in  that  gathering  must  have  lit 
a  fire  under  the  Cougars 
because  they  responded  to 
New  Mexico’s  challenge  by 


Finest  game  in  years 

It  may  very  well  have  been 
the  finest  game  played  by 
BYU  in  three  years.  They  had 
beaten  New  Mexico  at  home, 
breaking  the  Lobos1 
home-court  winning  streak  at 
25.  An  Albuquerque  paper 
said  the  next  day  that  Boston 
Celtics  could  have  had 
trouble  beating  BYU 
Saturday  night. 

Overstated,  perhaps,  but 
BYU  looked  as  good  that 
night  in  New  Mexico  as  any 
they  had  played  in  ’74-’75. 
With  the  a  ggressive 
man-to-man  defense  BYU 
played,  they  looked  like 
potential  giant  killers. 

That  inflated  image  lasted 
exactly  one  week  until  BYU 
took  its  traveling  road  show 
to  Logan  to  mee  the  up-state 
rival  USU  Aggies  and  lost 
92-84.  The  margin  was  only 
eight  points,  but  at  one  time 
BYU  hit  only  one  of  19  field 
goal  attempts. 

Several  times  USU  guard 
Oscar  Williams  stole  passes 
from  Y  guards  Grig  Clawson 
and  Gifford  Nielsen.  Williams 
was  also  able  to  penetrate  the 
BYU  defense  and  set  up 
teammates  for  easy  baskets, 
as  none  of  the  Cougar 


backcourt  men  could  stay 
with  the  Aggie  freshman. 

Inconsistency  has  been  the 
hallmark  of  the  1974-75 
edition  of  BYU’s  basketball 
team  and  no  matter  how  bad 
they  have  played,  on 
occassion  they  have  been  just 
as  brilliant. 

Black  and  white 
The  contrast  between  the 
Cougars’  last  two  games  has 
been  like  black  and  white. 
Though  the  uniforms  are  the 
same,  it  is  hard  not  to  believe 
they  are  different  teams. 

Though  students  and  fans 
may  feel  the  disappointment 
of  the  decline  in  basketball 
fortunes  at  BYU,  no  one  is 
under  greater  pressure  than 
the  Cougar  coach,  Glen 
Potter. 

With  each  WAC  loss, 
rumors  among  the  alumni  and 
students  grew  and  had 
everyone  from  Jerry  West  to 
Dick  Motta  lined  up  as 
Potter’s  successor. 

Rumors  denied 
Athletic  Director  Stan 
Watts  has  denied  the  rumors, 
but  still  they  persist.  “There 
is  absolutely  no  truth  to  the 
rumor  that  BYU  is  looking 
for  a  new  coach,”  Watts  said. 
“And  I  have  never  even 
talked  to  Jerry  West  at  any 
time.” 


According  to  Watts,  the 
pressure  and  rumors  are 
originating  with  the  fans  and 
not  with  the  administration 
because  of  the  fans’  natural 
displeasure  with  anything  but 
a  winner. 

The  latest  report,  given  by 
a  Salt  Lake  TV  station  two 
nights  ago,  said  that  Coach 
Potter  would  resign  at  the 
end  of  the  current  season. 

Coach  Potter  denies  the 
story,  but  accepts  the  rumors 
about  a  new  coach  stoically. 
“It’s  untrue,”  said  Potter.  ”1 
have  no  intention  of 
resigning.  “The  stories  going 
around  about  West  being  in 
town  are  just  part  of  the 
profession.” 

Second  place  chance 

Though  BYU  is  1-4  in  WAC 
play,  Potter  things  BYU  can 
still  contend  for  second  place 
in  the  WAC. 

“If  we  were  to  win  the  two 
games  this  weekend,  we’d 
only  be  a  game  out  of  second 
place,”  Potter  said. 

“We  have  a  chance  if  we 
continue  to  improve  our 
defense  the  way  it’s  been 
improving  the  past  few 
games.” 

Potter  says  the  Cougars  will 
use  a  man-to-man  defense  this 
weekend  because  using  zone 
defenses  makes  the  Cougars 
less  aggressive.

“I  never  realized  I  was  breaking  world 
records,”  Owens  recalls.  “All  I  could 
remember  was  that  my  back  was  killing  me. 
I  didn’t  think  I  could  run  200  yards.” 

In  1936,  as  a  member  of  the  U.S.  Olympic 
team,  Owens  found  a  Germany  fired  to  a 
wild  zeal  by  Adolf  Hitler,  a  country  shaking 
from  the  steps  of  goose-stepping  legions  and 
spouting  the  superiority  of  the  Aryan  race. 

This  was  mind-boggling  stuff  for  the  black 
sharecropper’s  son  from  Danville,  Ala.,  but 
more  adrenalin  than  paralysis  poured  into 
his  muscled,  chugging  legs. 

He  won  the  100-meter  dash  in  10.3 
seconds.  He  repeated  in  the  200  in  20.7.  He 
leaped  26  feat  5%  inches  in  the  long  jump. 
Then  he  led  off  Uncle  Sam’s  victorious 
effort  in  the  400  meter  relay,  won  in  39.8. 

Four  gold  medals.  Four  Olympic  records. 
All  later  to  be  etched  in  concrete  on  the 
walls  of  the  Berlin  Stadium.

to  compete 

Olympics  panel  intourney  vies  for  championshii 


Stan  Watts,  BYU’s  director 
of  intercollegiate  athletics, 
has  been  elected  chairman  of 
the  United  States  Olympic 
Basketball  Committee  for  the 
21st  Olympaid,  which  will  be 
held  in  Montreal  during  the 
summer  of  1976. 

Watts  and  other  officers 
were  elected  during  a  January 
meeting  in  Chicago,  but  the 
announcement  wasn’t 
released  until  this  week. 

Considered  one  of  the  top 
athletic  administrative  posts 
in  the  country,  the  chairman 
of  the  U.S.  Olympic 
Basketball  Committee,  along 
with  the  committee  members, 
will  be  responsible  for 
selecting  players  and  staff  for 
two  major  events;  the  Pan 
American  Games  on  Oct. 
12-16,  1975  in  Mexico  City, 
and  the  Olympic  Games  July 
17-Aug.  1,  1976,  in  Montreal. 

Other  officers  elected  to 
the  committee  are 
vice-chairman  Floyd  E.  Lay, 
executive  secretary  of  the 
Florida  High  School 
Activities  Association; 
secretary  Ben  G.  Lewis,  U.S. 
Navy. 

“We’ve  already  held  two 
meetings,”  said  Watts,  “so 
things  are  under  way.  Our 
main  job  now  is  to  get  the

coaches  selected,  then 
establish  a  method  for  player 
selections.” 

The  committee  will  also 
submit  a  panel  of  coaches  to 
the  Olympic  Committee  for 
approval,  and  another  order 
of  business  will  be  to 
determine  possible  sites  for  a 
training  camp  for  the  Pan 
American  Games. 

A  -  widely-known  figure  in 


athletics,  Watts  has  been  on 
BYU’s  athletic  staff  since 
1947.  He  served  as  coach  in 
several  sports,  taking  over  the 
head  basketball  post  in  1949. 
He  was  head  coach  of  the 
Cougars  for  23  seasons, 
winning  two  NIT  titles  and 
eight  conference 
championships. 

He  held  a  joint  post  of  head 
basketball  coach  and  director 
of  intercollegiate  athletics 
until  three  years  ago,  when  he 
retired  from  coaching.  Prior 
to  that,  his  teams  had  won 
back-to-back  WAC 
championships  in  1971  and 
1972. 

Active  in  a  number  of 
athletic  positions,  Watts 
served  as  President  of  the 
National  Association  of 
Basketball  Coaches  in 
1969-70.  Three  times  during 
his  coaching  career  he  took 
BYU  basketball  teams 
abroad,  twice  to  South 
America,  and  once  to  the 
Orient-Pacific. 

“This  will  be  a  new 
challenge  for  me,”  he  said. 
“We  members  of  the 
committee  want  to  put  our 
efforts  together  to  get  that 
Olympic  gold  medal  back. 
And  with  the  right  effort,  we 
can  get  the  job  done.”

even  though  Daniels  recently  spent  3 '  ‘ 
with  Wise  in  San  Francisco. 


Saturday  to  close  the  deal,  he  contacted 
Bianchi  and  was  told  Wise  now  said  the  deal 
was  off.

It  has  been  many  years 
since  Provo  had  a  geniune 
trading  post.  But  a  new 
business  recently  started  by  a 
BYU  student  has  all  of  the 
trappings  of  the  trading  posts 
of  old,  with  wood-plank 
floors  and  kerosene  lamps, 
creating  a  nostalgic  aura  of 
the  old  west. 

Instead  of  a  bag  of  beans  or 
a  slab  of  jerky,  Courage 
Benally,  a  Navajo  Indian  and 
a  junior  in  P.E.,  sells  and 
trades  hand-made  jewelry. 

Located  in  the  Union 
Block,  Courage  Indian 
Jewelry  is  the  only 
Indian-owned  jewelry  store  in 
Utah  County. 

“I  wanted  to  have  a  place 
where  students  would  feel 
they  are  getting  a  fair  deal,” 
says  Benally.  Another  major 
motive  for  opening  the  store, 
he  adds,  is  to  provide  job 
opportunities  for  Indians. 

Most  of  the  jewelry  is  made 
of  silver  and  turquoise. 
According  to  Elmer  Shorty, 
one  of  the  silversmiths 
working  for  Benally,  the  first 
step  in  making  jewelry,  after 
designing  the  piece,  is  to  find 
a  suitable  stone  and  cut  and 
shape  it. 

A  silver  base  is  then  chosen 
and  a  beaded  wire  of  silver 
added.  A  leaf  design  is  cut 
out  of  a  silver  sheet  and 
placed  on  the  jewelry.  Then 
the  stone  and  silver  are 
polished. 

The  turquoise 
stones— which  represent  a 
symbol  of  beauty  to  the 
Indians— are  gathered  from 


Colorado,  Nevada,  Arizona, 
and  New  Mexico. 

Feathers,  beads,  and  bead 
work  used  in  Indian  dancing 
outfits  can  be  bought  or 
traded  at  Benally’s.  Buckskin 
clothing  hand-stitched  by 
Rick  Evers  can  slso  be  found 
at  the  store. 

Other  atricles  include  rugs 
made  by  Benally’s  mother, 
who  lives  on  a  reservation  in 
Arizona,  arrowheads  and 
Indian  posters.  The  posters 
which  adorn  the  walls  are  the 
fastest-moving  items  in  the 
store,  Benally  says. 

“Many  of  the  old  Indians  In 
the  area  come  in  and  trade 
with  us,”  he  adds.  “They 
really  enjoy  the  shop,  and 
sometimes  they  just  come  in 
to  visit.” 

The  store  is  frequently 
visited  by  Indian  students, 
who  also  trade  and  sell  items 
they  have  made. 

“Indians  really  identify 
with  the  shop,”  the  owner 
says.  “It  is  something  they 
have  always  wanted.” 

The  most  popular  rings  sold 
there  is  made  of  a  simple 
stone  and  simple  design.  It 
can  be  made  in  one  day. 

Demand  for  Benally’s 
jewelry  has  reached  into 
Idaho,  Montana  and 
Wyoming.  Twice  a  month  the 
BYU  silversmith  visits  these 
areas,  just  like  an  old 
trapper-buying,  selling  and 
trading  his  goods.
